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Annual  Report  for  1964 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  1964. 

The  vital  statistics,  which  afford  a means  of  comparison  between 
the  Health  of  the  district  in  the  different  years  and  with  the  rest  of 
the  country,  show  that  the  rates  for  your  district  compare  very 
favourably  with  those  of  the  previous  years,  and  with  the  country 
as  a whole  with  the  exception  of  that  for  Infant  Mortality. 

The  birth  rate  is  again  the  highest  for  many  years.  The  death 
rate  is  a little  lower  than  the  last  three  years.  There  was  a total  of 
421  deaths.  The  months  of  highest  death  rate  were  April  and 
December.  Of  the  421  deaths,  122  died  aged  65-75  years  and  162 
were  75  and  over. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  parts  of  the  body  was 
exactly  the  same  as  last  year,  but  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
decreased  from  18  in  1963  to  14  this  year  (13  males  and  1 female), 
though  this  is  not  the  trend  in  the  country.  The  causitive  link 
between  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer  is  still  being  emphasised. 
It  is  obvious  that  the  medical  profession  as  a whole  believe  this  as 
seen  by  the  change  in  their  smoking  habits. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  cardio- 
vascular diseases.  This  follows  the  trend  for  England  and  Wales. 
There  were  fewer  deaths  from  bronchitis  than  in  1963  and  much 
less  than  half  the  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia.  The  number 
of  suicides  were  2 in  comparison  with  4 last  year,  but  motor  accident 
deaths  were  up  to  5 from  3 in  1963.  Deaths  from  all  types  of  accident 
were  almost  twice  as  many. 

There  was  not  a maternal  death  this  year.  There  were  3 from 
tuberculosis,  2 pulmonary  and  1 non-pulmonary.  Two  of  these  were 
not  notified  prior  to  death. 

Notification  of  tuberculosis  was  the  lowest  for  any  year  with 
the  exception  of  1960  when  there  were  2 fewer. 

2,613  persons  were  X-rayed  when  the  Mass  Miniature  Radio- 
graphy Unit  visited  Bishop  Auckland  area.  Of  these  nineteen  were 
recalled.  They  had  various  conditions  but  one  case  of  active  tuber- 
culosis was  discovered. 
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In  October  the  pulmonary  tuberculosis  condition  of  a meals 
attendant  at  a Secondary  Modern  School  came  to  light.  Arrangements 
were  immediately  made  to  have  a Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit 
attend  at  the  school  for  X-ray  of  all  pupils,  teaching  and  domestic 
staff.  This  was  necessary  as  a very  high  proportion  of  these  children 
had  had  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  therefore  heaf  testing  would  not 
have  been  of  any  help.  No-one  else  was  found  to  be  infected. 
Details  are  given  later  in  the  report. 

Forty-two  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  received 
from  the  General  Hospital  in  comparison  with  twenty-four  last  year. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  eighty  notifications  for  the  whole 
county,  this  Urban  District  received  over  half,  though  more  than 
three-quarters  of  these  notifications  were  of  persons  resident  outside 
this  district.  Again  there  was  no  specific  cause  for  which  special 
investigation  was  necessary. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  totalled  508 — Measles 
accounting  for  the  biggest  part  though  only  371  in  comparison  with 
664  in  1963.  Measles  seems  to  have  changed  its  pattern  from  having 
an  epidemic  alternate  years — measles  are  now  like  the  poor — we 
have  them  always  with  us.  There  is  never  a month  without  some 
notifications.  Scarlet  Fever  is  certainly  on  the  increase  in  the  county. 
There  were  39  cases  in  comparison  with  5 last  year.  Whooping  Cough 
notifications  were  less  than  half.  There  were  no  notifications  of 
dysentery.  There  were  no  deaths  recorded  from  any  of  these 
infections. 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  was  notified. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  very  much  up  and  is  the  same  as  in 
1961.  There  were  twenty  deaths  as  against  fourteen  last  year.  Of 
these  thirteen  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  week  ; another 
two  before  one  month  ; and  five  died  between  one  month  and  under 
one  year.  Four  of  these  deaths  included  two  sets  of  twins — due  to 
prematurity.  Again  of  these  20  deaths,  six  died  from  prematurity, 
three  from  abnormalities,  six  from  infection — one  associated  with 
prematurity  and  one  associated  with  congenital  heart  disease,  and 
one  from  atelectesis  associated  with  prematurity.  There  were  four 
accidents — one  from  inattention  at  birth — being  drowned  in  the 
toilet,  two  from  birth  trauma — both  associated  with  prematurity, 
and  one  from  inhalation  of  stomach  contents.  In  all  prematurity  was 
associated  with  ten  deaths — this  is  a condition  most  resistant  to  all 
forms  of  treatment  and  care. 

In  March  a chiropody  service  was  started  for  persons  of  pension- 
able age.  It  is  a service  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible 
and  the  Red  Cross  are  very  kindly  carrying  it  out  on  their  behalf. 
We  were  very  fortunate  in  being  offered  the  free  services  of  a chiropo- 
dist. The  Clinic  is  run  twice  per  week  in  the  Maternity  and  Child 
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Welfare  Centre  in  Bishop  Auckland  and  caters  for  the  whole  urban 
district.  It  is  hoped  that  later  we  may  be  able  to  cater  for  the 
physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers. 


B.C.G.  vaccination  continues  to  be  carried  out  in  the  schools. 
The  response  is  very  good  and  the  willing  co-operation  of  all  head- 
teachers is  very  much  appreciated.  Figures  are  quoted  later  in  the 
report. 


Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  offered  in  schools  as  well  as 
clinics  and  general  practitioners’  surgeries.  Immunization  against 
Tetanus  and  Diphtheria  is  similarly  offered. 


The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  continues  to  supply  twenty-four 
meals  twice  per  week.  The  Meals  from  Neighbours  Service  is  used  in 
the  villages  where  an  old  person  is  in  very  definite  need  of  catering 
help.  It  is  very  limited. 


The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continues  to  carry  out 
home  visiting  of  the  aged  and  the  lonely,  and  the  organisation  of 
Christmas  parcels.  The  latter  was  very  successfully  dealt  with  this 
Christmas.  The  boys  of  a youth  club  helped  old  people  with  garden- 
ing. We  hope  this  will  increase  in  the  future.  Older  boys  from  the 
Grammar  School  are  to  help  in  the  coming  summer. 


During  the  year  old  people  were  visited  when  required  and  dealt 
with  as  necessary. 


Meetings  were  attended  of  the  Local  Authority  Health  and 
Voluntary  Organisations  Welfare  Services  Central  Co-ordinating 
Committee  in  Durham  and  these  in  turn  were  followed  by  Local 
Co-ordinating  Committee  meetings  held  in  my  office.  Representatives 
of  the  main  organisations  attend  and  discussions  take  place  as  to  the 
need  for  the  various  services  in  the  area. 


The  number  of  homes  provided  with  a Home  Help  was  264. 
Details  of  this  service  are  given  later  in  the  report. 

The  surveillance  of  two  visitors  to  an  endemic  Smallpox  area 
was  carried  out  for  two  weeks.  They  had  not  been  vaccinated  before 
their  departure. 

There  was  a case  of  lead  poisoning  in  the  district — due  to  work 
carried  out  on  the  demolition  of  a bridge.  The  man  was  treated  in 
hospital.

The  Aberdeen  outbreak  of  Typhoid  in  May  and  June  caused  an 
immense  amount  of  work  following  up  tins  of  corned  beef  and  tongue 
with  special  markings.  Later  in  the  year  there  was  another  round 
following  the  notification  of  Salmonella  Typhi  murium  found  in  a 
tin  of  meat  in  Edinburgh. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  came  into 
force  in  1964.  Registration  of  premises  was  a slow  process  despite  the 
massive  advance  publicity.  Of  the  small  number  of  inspections 
possible  before  the  end  of  the  year  the  main  deficiences  were  those 
relating  to  heating,  cleanliness,  first-aid  and  lighting. 

Notwithstanding  a certain  amount  of  vandalism  in  the  public 
conveniences,  the  Council  decided  to  install  hand  washing  and  drying 
units  at  West  Auckland,  and  to  remove  coin  locks  from  all  con- 
veniences so  providing  free  access. 

At  last  the  Council  have  made  a start  on  house  production  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  40  were  ready  for  tenanting.  We  expect 
that  houses  ready  for  occupation  will  now  speed  up  and  that  our 
shockingly  housed  and  overcrowded  families  will  soon  have  decent 
housing  conditions  which  will  make  for  healthier  and  happier  people. 

At  the  end  of  1964  there  were  approximately  829  ash-closets  in 
the  district.  Of  these  285  are  in  houses  which  have  been  represented 

as  unfit. 

Unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  of  tuberculosis  patients  were 
considered  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  consultation  with 
the  chest  physician  with  a view  to  securing  priority  in  rehousing. 
Two  families  were  rehoused. 

I would  again  like  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  and  consideration 
shown  to  me  by  my  Council  and  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  another  year’s  good  work. 


Area  and  Social  Conditions. 

The  Area  of  the  district  is  9,336  acres.  The  estimated  population 
in  mid- 1964  was  34,960,  a decrease  of  370  on  the  previous  year’s 
estimate. 

The  rateable  value  at  the  end  of  1964  was  £924,908  and  the 
product  of  a penny  rate  £3,550. 

The  number  of  houses  according  to  the  Council’s  rate  book  was, 
at  the  end  of  1964,  11,320.

The  Durham  County  Water  Board  took  115  samples  of  water 
during  the  year  for  Bacteriological  examination.

The  Board  states  the  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  after  all  main  repairs  and  bacterio- 
logical tests  are  made  until  a satisfactory  result  is  obtained. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  situation  at  the  Vinovium  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is 
substantially  the  same. 

Investigations  into  the  various  methods  of  de-watering  sludge 
are  still  continuing  and  schemes  for  conditioning  the  sludge  both  by 
heat  treatment  and  chemicals  prior  to  pressing  are  still  under  review. 

The  aerial  nuisance  is  still  considerable  due  to  the  air  drying  of 
crude  sludge  which  is  still  being  produced  in  quantities  far  exceeding 
the  original  cold  digestion  capacity.  Further  the  tank  effluents 
discharged  to  the  bacteria  beds  contain  a high  percentage  of 
suspended  solids  owing  to  the  restricted  sludge  drying  capacity  and 
the  consequent  inability  to  cleanse  the  settling  tanks  as  often  as 
required. 

The  suspended  solids  being  discharged  in  the  final  effluent  to 
the  river  are  still  frequently  in  excess  of  the  River  Board’s  standard 
of  thirty  parts  per  million  and  no  improvement  can  be  expected 
until  the  proposed  extensions  are  completed  : a fact  which  can  be 
readily  understood  when  one  realises  that  although  primary  settling 
and  biological  treatments  were  extended  in  1951,  no  further  sludge 
treatment  capacity  has  been  provided  since  1939,  during  which  time 
well  over  2,445  houses  have  been  built  and  about  3,115  conversions 
have  been  carried  out. 


The  Vinovium  works  also  treats  sewage  from  Spennymoor  and 
Shildon  Urban  Districts,  and  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District. 

The  sewage  works  at  Witt  on  Park  and  Newfield  are  in  much 
the  same  position  as  regards  sludge  treatment  facilities. 
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SEWERAGE 


The  system  continues  to  operate  reasonably  well  in  spite  of  the 
entrance  of  large  amounts  of  grit. 

SPECIAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

(a)  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

The  following  children  were  treated  during  the  year  in  their 
homes,  doctors’  surgeries,  County  clinics  or  Schools.  529 
children  received  primary  full  courses  of  immunisation  treat- 
ment. 350  children  received  ' booster  ’ doses,  either  singly  or 
in  combination. 

(b)  Whooping  Cough. 

431  children  were  vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough,  either 
singly  or  in  combination. 

The  administration  of  combined  Whooping  Cough  and  Diph- 
theria injections  has  naturally  lowered  the  numbers  of  single 
injections  against  each  disease  alone. 

216  booster  ’ doses  were  administered. 

(c)  Smallpox  Vaccination. 

210  primary  vaccinations  and  5 re-vaccinations  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

(d)  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  during  the  year  was 
as  follows  : 

553  received  third  vaccinations  (Oral). 

2 received  second  injections. 

229  received  reinforcing  doses. 

(e)  B.G.G.  Vaccinations.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 


During  the  year  the  carcases  and  organs  of  10,273  animals  were 
inspected  in  the  course  of  945  visits  to  the  four  licensed  slaughter- 
houses. 


Of  2,284  bovines  inspected  only  one  carcase  had  to  be  con- 
demned for  tuberculosis.  Although  101  more  pigs  were  inspected 
than  in  1963  there  were  42  fewer  affected  by  this  disease. 


Once  again  there  was  a decrease  in  the  percentage  of  animals 
affected  with  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  and  cysticercosis. 
The  decline  was  from  24.47%  in  1963  to  20.51%  in  cattle  ; and  from 
20.12%  to  13.53%  in  cows.  This  also  applies  to  calves,  pigs  and 
sheep  where  the  numbers  condemned  were  half  those  of  the  previous 
year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Again  I have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  report  on  the  work  of 
the  Cleansing  Department  and  to  record  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  made  by  all  the  staff. 

Last  year  I reported  that  although  we  experienced  a very  hard 
winter  we  were  fortunate  in  having  a low  sickness  rate.  Unfortunately 
the  converse  applies  this  year  whereby  after  a relatively  mild  winter 
the  rate  of  absenteeism  due  principally  to  sickness  was  the  highest 
ever.  Notwithstanding  this,  however,  we  were  able  to  keep  up  all 
collections,  and  do  so  as  economically  as  in  former  years.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  latest  costing  returns  from  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  show  that  of  those  124  Urban 
Districts  recording  we  have  the  tenth  lowest  disposal  costs,  and  are 
the  third  lowest  on  collection  costs — based  on  tonnage. 

House  Refuse  and  Trade  Refuse. 

(a)  Collection  — again  the  service  was  in  most  cases  weekly  and 

more  frequent  in  the  others. 

During  the  year  under  review  9,153  loads  of  house  and 
trade  refuse  were  collected.  The  average  density  again  drops 
from  5.29  cwts./cu.  yd.  to  approximately  4.9  cwts./cu.  yd. 

This  continuing  reduction  reflects  adequately  the  changing 
composition  of  refuse.  About  2%  of  all  loads  were  weighed — 
giving  an  indicated  weight  of  15,336  tons  collected. 

(b)  Disposal  — Three  refuse  tips  were  used,  viz.  at  Witton  Park, 
Newfield  and  Gurney  Valley.  It  is  at  the  latter  tip  where  90% 
of  all  refuse  is  tipped.  243  tickets  were  purchased  by  individuals 
allowing  them  to  tip  refuse  at  Gurney  Valley.  At  7/6d.  per 
ticket  the  income  was  £91/2/6d. 

Salvage. 

739  loads  of  salvage  were  collected.  The  indicated  weight  was 
275  tons  of  which  181  tons  18  cwts.  3 qrs.  were  suitable  for  baling. 

The  restricted  quota  was  again  reduced  although  a new  outlet 
for  Kraft  Lined  Strawboard  was  found  thus  easing  the  position. 
Within  days  of  the  announcement  of  the  15%  tax  on  imported 
commodities  it  was  realised  by  some,  that  salvage  was  important, 
as  much  money  was  being  spent  on  raw  materials  from  abroad. 
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Thames  Board  Mills  have  advised  that  once  again  they  are  to 
enter  the  field  ol  free  distribution  of  advertising  matter,  and  have 
urged  all  local  authorities  to  organise  more  salvage  collections. 

Unfortunately  we  have  suffered  too  frequently  in  the  past  from 
introducing  capital  into  schemes  which  can  possibly  be  of  a 
temporary  nature  only.  The  economic  vacillations  of  salvage  value 
may  well  lead  once  again  from  a free  and  open  market,  as  at  present, 
to  one  of  restricted  quotas — as  has  been  so  often  our  experience.

No  new  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  purchased  in  1964. 

All  vehicles  are  greased  and  washed  weekly,  and  attention  is 
paid  to  maintenance,  overhaul  and  repair. 

The  staff  in  this  section  was  increased  by  the  appointment  of  a 
Mechanic’s  Labourer. 

Total  time  spent  on  vehicles  during  the  year  was  3,280  hours. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Despite  the  attention  of  vandals  all  the  public  conveniences 
have  been  kept  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair — with  the  exception 
of  the  convenience  at  Coundon  Grange.  Although  well  over  £100 
was  spent  here  damage  continued  too  frequently. 
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Notwithstanding  these  setbacks  the  Council  decided  to  install 
hand  washing  and  drying  units  at  West  Auckland  ; and  to  remove 
coin  locks  from  all  conveniences,  so  providing  free  access. 


Further  improvements  such  as  repairing  the  entrance  steps, 
increased  lighting,  and  renewing  the  urinal  stalls  at  the  Market  Place 
convenience  are  contemplated  for  1965.
